workl war criminals are being tried for various in­ 
humanities committed during the German ad­ 
vance, in the days of the temporary triumph of 
their armies, tell of the conviction of one Maj. 
Brim* Crusfus, and of the acquittal of General 
Kart Stenger. The last named is the same Gen­ 
eral Stettger, whose trial was referred to in this 
piper some days ago; at which timé, it was pre­ 
dicted that he would he cleared of all blame. The 
éentiment existing in Germany as to the General's 
standing was given as a reason for the prophesy. 
The dispatch telling of tile good fortune of the 
General, and of the shame heaped upon his sub­ 
ordinate, Major Crusius, is as follows:
